Someone in the New 
York Herald Tribune's ivory tower rushed into print with this state- 
ment: “It seems improbable that Labor can long govern after this 
stunning setback, and impossible that it could now carry the 
steel nationalization scheme in face of what seems to be a popular 
majority against it.”

University chemist, has said: 
“The Russians are proceeding on 
a wartime basis. The only con- 
clusion that can be made is that 
they know more than we do about 
the hydrogen bomb.”
